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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on 3/28/08 been entered. Claim 3 is cancelled. Claims 10- 
17 are newly added. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed on 3/28/08, with respect to the 
amended claim 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 
1 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-2 and 4-17 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

(a) Regarding claims 1-2, 4-9, and 16-17, the examiner agrees with the 
applicant's remarks that the prior arts indeed fail to teach, disclose, suggest, either 
alone or in combination, at least on claim 1 , an intermediate space with capillarity for 
solder such that solder situate on the surface of the circuit board during a soldering 
procedure penetrates by capillary action into the intermediate space and fills the 
intermediate spaces and the periphery of the peg in the longitudinal direction over its 
entire portion located in the hole in the circuit board including at least one cut-out. 

(b) Regarding claims 10-15, the prior arts fail to teach, disclose, suggest, either 
alone or in combination, at least on claim 10, the metallised first wall and the second 
wall being spaced such that solder located on the non-metallised surface around and 
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immediately beyond the metallised first wall, when heated to a liquid, can flow by 
capillary action into and fill the space between the metallised first wall and the second 
wall.
